/ Hardships Endured by Government Scientists 
in the Far West--Mr. Marr’s Experiences. 


Among the guests at the Lindell Hotel this 
morning is Mr. R. A. Marr, one of the aids 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, who has 
just been ordered to Washington, D. C., and 
is now on his way there. Mr. Marr, who is 
a native of Nashville, Tenn., and is a robust 
and handsome gentleman of 27, has just fin- 
ished four years’ solid work as aid in the 
party engaged in Southern Utah and Central 
Nevada making a triangulation survey with 
the 39th parallel as axis of the work. 
In conversation with a Post-DispatcH 
reporter this morning Mr. Marr stated that, 
while the rules of the department forbade 
the officials from revealing matters of detail 
connected with their duties, he would gladly 
impart any other information which might 
be of public .interest. He then stated that 
the party, which is under the command of 


Assistant Einbeck, of this city. who was 
formerly counected with the City Engineer’s 
office. when he left it was camped on top of 
Jeff. Davis Peak, the highest point in Ne- 
vada, being 13,000 feet above the sea level. 

“I suppose you have some weather 
there occasionally?” the reporter suggested. 

“We had snow from December 30, 1881, to 
October, 14, 1882, with only three actually 
clear days in that time,” 

‘‘How do you live and passthe time up 
there ?” 

“We live in an ordinary tent. Our party 
consisted of Mr. Einbeck, myself and eight 
assistants—boys we call them, though they 
they are fuli grown men whom we hire to do 
the heavy work incidental to life among the 
mountains. Before sunrise we getup and 
take our toast and coffee. and at sun-up the 
heliotropers begin to work and we commece 
our observations.”’ 

“What is a heliotroper?”’ 

“He is the man who 

MANIPULATES THE MIRRORS

_ “Just as we have heard of its being done 
in connection with modern warfare?’ 

“Exactly. From sun-up to 8:30 or9 a. m..

It might interest your readers to know that 
with a little heliotrope, consisting of a glass 
only 1% inches long by 1 inch wide, we have 
seen with the naked eye a distance of over 
eighty miles. Wecan see athree-inch square 
mirror with the naked eye over 100 miles, 
which will be a surprise to the English helio- 
topers — have lately published with some 
pride the fact that they have used the helio- 
trope for the same distance, which means that 
they have done so with the aid of the tele- 
scope. When iteomes down to this we can 
claim to have used a four-inch square mirror 
a distance of over 150 miles.” 

*‘After you have made your observations, 
what then?” 

“If we have any magnetic observations to 
make we attend to them. At noon we take 
further observations until 1:30 or 2 p. m., and 
then again from 3 or 3:30 ‘p. m. to sundown. 
The balance of the time is passed in writing 
up the records and such recreation as can be 
found in such a locality.” 

‘‘What is the object of all this work ’”’ 
‘To make a map of the country, and to 
locate points accurately in latitude and longi- 
tude, for the benefit of local surveyors.”

“Right among loose rock on top of the 
peak. Fifteen feet from the tent the moun- 
tain descends in a sheer precipice of over 
1,000 feet high. When we.broke camp last

We had 
it twenty degrees below zero for several days 
on a stretch, with a furious norrtheast wind 
blowing ali the time.”’

The most entertaining adventure I 
met with since I went on the survey hap- 
pened in December, 188], when 
was nearly frightened ouf of my 
wits one evening by an apparition 
which I afterwards recognized as the Ameri- 
can counterpart of the specter of the Brocken 
—the wonderful phenomenon which is net 
uncommon in the Hartz Mountains, put has 
qufte rarely been seen in this country. I 
was over on the Toujabe range, in Nevada, 
south of Austin, at the time. I had gone 
there to relieve a heliotroper. His heliotrope 
had not been visible for three days, and, 
knowing that something was wrong, I visit- 
ed the place. It was 110 miles distant, ina 
direct line, but I took a journey of 250 miles 
to “reach the lace. When I t there 
I. found the heliotroper so badly frozen 
that he was powerless to move, 
and so I _ had him sent to 
campand took his place myself.

**Hold there, pienso-—-pomentne ad 
“Ah, yes, I'd better let you know that a 
pogonip is a moist-cloud which appears un- 
der certain meteorological conditions,a sharp 
nipping mist that scuds along and freezes 
any exposed portion of the body in very 
short order. Suddenly, as I stood looking 
OVER THE VAST EXPANSE BENEATH 
me, I] saw myself confronted by a monster 
figure of a man standing in mid-air before 
me, upon the top of a clearly defined moun- 
tain-peak, which had but the thin air of the 
valley below for a resting-place. ‘The figure 
was only ashort distance from me. Around 
it were two circles of rainbow lightand color, 
the outer one faintly defined as compared 
with the inner one, which was bright and 
clear and distinctly irdescent. Around 
the head of the figure was a beautiful halo of 
light, and from the figure itself shot rays of 
colors. normal to the body. The sight 
startled me more than I can now tell 
Strange to say, my first thought was of 
Mark Twain's story of the darkey who, 
when he first saw the steamboat coming 
down the river, called out: ‘Here is de 
Lord;’ my second thought was of the man 
inthe bible—Elijah, wasn’t it?’—who was 
carried to heaven ina chariot of fire.

given an open order to his broker to buy al! 
the new-mixed corn he can get. You see he 
ean buy itat 49 cents now, carry it until 
May and turn it out then against sales he 
has made for that month.” 
“But how can ther turn out corn as No. 2 
that went into the elevator as new-mixed ?”’

“‘Wouldn’t it be an easy matter for them 
to take it out of one elevator and run it inte 
another?” said the member with asly wink.

The Census Bukeau neglects to furtish 
the citizens of this country the information 
for which they pay, and which they are most 
anxious to have, but on the other hand it is 
more than ready to publish the private re- 
searches and statistics of the specialists who 
draw pay from the Treasury, ostensibly for 
public services, but really for public obstruc- 
tions.

The 
sugar-cane manufacturers have had their 
report published and distributed at the pub- 
lic expense, and all kinds of theorists, vis- 
ionaries and noodles have misused the Cen- 
sus Bureau as a publication office for their 
trash. 

Congress has voted $100,000 to continue the 
work, and it is understood that about 4,000 
pages of matter almost prepared for the 
Compendium are to be thrown away. That 
is the best thing thatcan be done with it. 
More than haif of the bulletins already is- 
sued are worthless, and the less there is pub- 
lished from the Census Bureau the better off 
the country will be. 


THE PROTECTIONIST TRIUMPH. 

The people who are in favor of free trade 
and those who are in favor of a reduction in 
the tariff might as well lay aside their pref- 
erences for the present and consent to an 
indefinite continuance of the present tariff 
or something materially likeit. Congress is 
‘not yet through with the report of the Tar- 
iff Commission, but it has gone far enough 
to show that the free trade or revenue tar- 
iff idea has no chance in competition with 
the vested interests of Protection. 

The ‘campaign is an unequal one, the op- 
posing forces being arrayed against each 
other in very much the same way as in the 
case of the River and Harbor Bill. There 
the separate appropriations were, like the 
bundle of fagots in the fable, weak individ- 
ually, but fifmly united by a bond of self- 
interest which made it impossible to break 
them. 

As soon as the revision of the tariff 
touches any protected interest, which it 
does at every step of its progress, the siates- 
man whose constituents are interested in 
that item appears at once asa defender of 
Protection. He thus becomes committed at 
once to the support of other protective inter- 
ests, and other statesmen are very glad to 
come to his relief on terms of strict murual- 
ity. 

Thus the whole scheme of tariff reform 
promises to break down, and the now rapid- 
ly approaching close of the session will see 
all of our industries in the position they oc- 
cupied at the opening of the session, all 
equally protected and all of them complain- 
ing ofthe failure of Protection, while the 
country which demanded a reduction of the 
tariff, will find itself baffled and disappoint-

MEXICAN BRIGANDAGE. 

The news from Mexico is occasionally 
very disappointing through its brevity. Here, 
for instance, is a telegram this morning 
from the telegraphic terminus, Matamoros, 
telling us that forty bandits have captured 
the town of Ahuacatilan, in the State of Pu- 
eblo, and that they are now holding the Pre- 
fect, the Justice of the Peace and the Munic- 
ipal Judge for ransom. 

This is interesting, but unsatisfactory. 
How did the bandits get possession of the 
town? Did they form a ring and capture it 
at a municipal election, or did they go up to 
the Legislature and secure the passage of an- 
act that gave them control of everything with- 
out any need of an election? Did they stand 
in with the committee, and did they first se- 
cure the police? 

All these are questions which naturally 


arise when we hear of acity being captured 


by bandits and there is a natural curiosity to 
know whether the bandits of Mexico have 
already profited by the closer connection be- 
tween the two-countries to study our 
methods or whether they still cling to the 
antiquated and obsolete Mexican plan. Of 
course, if the town of Ahuacatilan has been 
seized merely by a commonplace Ali Baba 
band of forty thieves the story has little in- 
terest for us, but if if is a repetition of the 
attempt by which a gang of about that size 
propose to capture St. Louis and hold it for 
ransom, then it is highly interesting and we 
should like to have full particulars,

the result of his official investigations that 
three Chicago firms are making about $100,- 
000 a mouth by victimizing country green- 
horns and country merchants of a specula- 
tive turn. They pretend to conduct what is 
termed by them a “Mutual Investment 
Club” or “‘Mutual Operative Fund,” com- 
posed of the money of “suckers” and 
‘‘greenhorns’” who buy shares at $10 
per share and take the chances that 
the managers use the aggregate fund sub- 
seribed by the shareholders in  specu- 
lating in grain, stocks, ete. 
every few days or weeks make reports show- 
ing that they have lost or made so much 
money, and, if the latter, they return to 
shareholders a pretended profit of so much 
per cent. Men starting in with $10 or $20 
have been induced, by receiving a flattering 
return, miscalled “profits,” to invest $100, 
$200 and in many cases as high as $1,000 to 
$1,500. The sole return they can ever get is 
just what the fellows who run the con- 
cern are disposed to send them. ‘These firms 
have been denied the use of the mails for 
their swindling circulars, and the Inspector 
says they are thieves who ought to be in the 
Penitentiary.

SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS, January 2.— 
Fighty-one miles from Longview, on the 
TexasPaciftic road and southwardly on the In- 
te: national and Great Western, is Palestine, 
a fine town before noted in these letters, and 
the diverging point for lines to Galveston 
and Laredo respectively. ‘Taking the latter 
in the early morning, I find the route leading 
through a not very promising country to look 
at, but presenting all along good evidence of 
its producing power as shown in the cotton 
brought in atthe stations and that left as 


yet unpicked in the fields. 

Trinity River is soon crossed on a long tres- 
tle spanning the wide bottoms, and an ex- 
cellent iron bridge the river; the way pro- 
ceeding through the same character of scrub- 
oak Jands, shortly coming upon a sandy soil, 
but still showing up plenty of good cotton. 
Passing the town of Franklin, it presents to 
the eye of the traveler a really fine 
architectural wonder, for a rural 
distriet, in the shape of one of the finest 
ecourt-houses inthe State, and keeping on- 
ward and passing Hearne, I find the country 
greatly improved, some splendid cotton 
farms coming into view just before crossing 
the Brazos. For the next thirty or forty 
miles theland is undulating and level by 
turns, cotton still the staple crop. 

Before reaching Taylor, ten or fifteen 
miles further, wecome upon a magnificent 
prairie country, the almost level land reach- | 
ing to the verge of the horizon each way, and | 

mostly used for grazing, but yet with here | 
and there farm-houses and cultivated fields. | 
Andalong here, too, we begin to see evi- 
dences that weare approaching the sheep 
range for which this part of the State is fa- 
mous; some large flocks being in view, and 
the headquarters of sheep ranches showing 
at intervals.

BANANA BELT. 


Dakota's Harvest of Tropical Fruits in 
January. 
Fargo Cor. Minneapolis Tribune. 

Just now the entire new Northwest is up 
to its ears in the annual orange and banana 
harvest, The crop has been a trifle late in 
maturing, but the delicious quality of the 
fruit more than compensates for the tardi- 
ness in ripening. Toone unaccustomed to 
the harvest scenes in a tropical region, a 
week's sojourn in North Minnesota, Dakota 
and Manitoba at this interesting season is a 
revelation. The sights and sounds incident 
to the gathering of 30,000,000 bushels of No.1 
hard oranges, and nearly an equal yield of 
Scotch fife bananas, are charming beyond 
description. They remind one of the beauti- 
ful bucolic experiences which render the odes 
ot Horace immortal and dend & nameless 
Charm to life beneath the equator. 

Keports from Jamestown and Bismarck are 
to the effect that mildew from too great heat 
has struck a part of the orange trees in those 
localities, in spiteof the fact that orchard 
owners have for three weeks past had China- 
men holding sun uwbrellas over each tree 
for their protection. At Larimore and Grand 
Forks a few patches of bananas on low 
ground were parboiled during the recent 
warm spell, but on the whole the outlook is 
good. A week hence the elevators will be 
overflowing with the bountiful crop of 1882-3, 
and the railroads will be taxed to their ut- 
most to handle the golden shower tide. 

The method of harvesting the crop of Mal- 
aga grapes inthe Red River Valley shall fur- 
nish matter for a second dispatch. This is 
now at its height. Most of the work is done 
by ladies, and the gay troupes of bare-armed 
and bare-footed lasses and dames going to 
and from the vineyards form a picture upon 
which the leisurely and pipe-smoking citizen 
never tires of gazing.

reduced rates of travel, offered by Chicago 
Louisville and Cincinnati are taking away 
from us much business that shoulda belong 
to us, and we ean only regain it by offering a 
counter-attraction.

His firm would 
support the Exposition as a matter of course, 
though he was unable as vet not having 
given the subject full attention, to give any 
ideas as to the best means of carrying it on 
to a successful issue. 

The gentleman who did not want his name 
mentioned—and he was met by the reporter 
very frequently during the morning—express- 
ed himself about as follows: 

“Don’t putme down as saying so, for |

We always have 
an abundance of unanimity of opinion when 
athing is getting started, but, directly it 
gets under way, then we find that the parties 
interested are tugging in different directions, 
and that ends it.” 

“But there seemsto be an opinion that if 
St. Louis does not get the Exposition she 
will lose much business that will go to the 
cities offering such an attraction.”’ 

“i know that that will be the case 
and that the merchants are heartily 
in favor of the project, but thev 
cannot well do the work single-handed. The 
gentiemen who cut off coupons and those 
who live upon their real estate won’t do any- 
thing.
